How  About  BYU  Bookstore? 


In  view  of  recent  student  demonstra- 
tions against  the  Univen-sity  of  Utah  cam- 
pus bookstore,  an  evaluation  of  our  own 
bookstore  operation  is  justified.  Is  it  act- 
ing in  the  best  interests  of  the  student- 
body? 

At  the  University  of  Utah,  many  stu- 
dents are  dissatisfied  with  bookstore  pricing 
policies.  And  even  at  BYU,  it  is  not  un- 
common to  find  students,  and  even  faculty 
members,  who  regard  BYU  Bookstore  op- 
erations with  contempt. 

Most  of  this  contempt  is  based  on  a few 
misconceptions.  With  the  current  increased 
cost  of  text  books,  students  continually  sup- 
pose that  the  Bookstore  is  raking  in  huge 
profits.  Few  students  know  the  mark-up 
rates,  and  of  those  who  complain,  even  a 
smaller  number  have  tried  to  find  out.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  text  books  sales 
bring  the  store  very  little  profit.  Most  of 
the  store’s  profits  are  made  on  other  items 
with  standard  business  mark-up  rates. 

Compared  with  318  colleges  and  uni- 
versities included  in  a recent  study  by  the 


University  of  Texas,  the  BYU  Bookstore 
has  one  of  the  lowest  mark-up  rates  and  is 
also  one  of  only  11  stores  to  offer  as  much . 
as  60  per  cent  or  more  for  used  books.  Used 
books  being  resold  to  students  are  marked- 
up  20  per  cent,  and  there  are  only  1-5  other 
stores  in  the  survey  who  do  not  use  a high- 
er percentage.  ^ 

Another  surprising  fact  is  that  retail 
businesses,  such  as  service  stations,  general 
bookstores,  deparment  and  drug  stores 
gross  margin  (mark-up)  ratios  average  be- 
tween 23.2  and  38.1  per  cent  while  at  the 
BYU  Bookstore  the  average  is  around  23 
per  cent. 

Too  often  we  forget  that  while  every 
business  has  its  imperfections,  most  of 
them  have  advantages  which  more  than  off- 
set weak  points.  BYU  Bookstore  is  no  ex- 
ception. How  many  forget  that  most  in- 
stitutions charge  from  five  to  ten  cents  to 
cash  a single  check  ? Last  month,  alone,  the 
Bookstore  cashed  over  30,000  as  a student 
service.  And  how  many  institutions,  or 
businesses,  do  free  gift  wrapping  on  a year 
round  basis?

So  often,  in  our  approach  to  this  problem,  we  hea 
smug  moralism,  that  attitude  which  limits  meaningf 
cussion  and  debate.  Here  is  one  version  of  this  most 
iar  form  of  social  blindness:  “The  poor  are  that  w; 
cause  they’re  afraid  of  work.  Anyway,  they  all  ha 
cars.  If  they  were  like  me  (or  my  father  or  my  granli 
er) , they  could  pay  their  own  w'ay.  But  they  prefer  ' 
bn  the  welfare  checks  and  cheat  the  honest  taxpaj’(  ' 
This  statement,  with  all  its  virtuous  and  moral  i 
tones,  is  far  from  a coiTect  appraisal  of  the  total  siti 
This,  statement  makes  the  mistake  of  viewing  the  1 
ambition,  the  lack  of  responsibility,  the  warped  wi 
spirit  which  so  often  characterizes  today’s  poor  as  a 
of  personal  choice,  and  not  as  the  effect  of  pove'ii:y 
individual  personallity.  Harrington,  and  others,  have  i: 
out  that  apparently  the  only  mistake  the  poor  ever 
was  that  of  being  born  to  a sub-culture  of  poverty.  I 
be  recognized  that  in  such  a sub-culture,  the  incide 
fatherless  home,  early  pregnancy,  unemployment,  1 
an  -education,  juvenile  delinquency,  crime,  deviant 
behavior  and  the  like  are  much  greater  than  in  “subi 
Thousands  of  children  are  born  every  year  deprived 
blessing  of  a stable  childhood,  or  even  “normal”  aff 
They  will  grow  up  in  an  environment  not  conducive  t' 
tal,  physical  and  spiritual  growth. 

• We  could  further  point  out  that  the  poor  are 
caught  up  in  a vicious  circle  which  inhibits  the  escap 
the  “other  America”.  Often  just  the  color  of  a P'' 
skin  condemns  him  to  a life  in  the  slum.  But  in  addi 
could  say  that  the  slum  dweller,  lacking  skills  or  an  |^‘ 
tioh,  cannot  find  regular  work,  is  often  laid  off,  whieW' 
sequently  has  detremental  effects  on  his  diet  ai|j] 
health.  Increased  sickness  and  inability  to  pay  for 
care  limits  his  ability  to  hold  steady  jobs  and  acquired'

BYU  Library  Purchases 
Rare  Book  Collection 


A set  of  about  1,000  rare  books ! 
have  been  purchased  by  the  BYU 
Library  from  Fred  Rosenstock,  an 
authority  on  Western  American 
history. 

THE  COLLECTION  has  been 
purchased  because  of  the  interest 
BYU  exerts  in  early  Mormon  hist- 
ory in  Texas. 

Dr.  Lyman  Tyler,  director  of 
BYU  libraries,  said  that  the  acqui- 
sition of  the  collection  should 
make  the  BYU  Library  one  of  the 
top  two  or  three  in  the  nation  for 
Texas  research  materials. 

THE  COLLECTION  includes  23 
books  which  are  listed  in  Graff’s 
Texas  Rarities,  and  21  of  them  are 
first-edition  prints. 

In  addition,  some  of  the  books 
are  printed  in  German  and  Span- 


ish. One  of  the  books,  Der  Auswan- 
dered  Nach  Texas,  is  SO  rare  that 
many  researchers  have  not  been 
able  to  find  another  copy  in  the 
world. 

I MR.  ROSENSTOCK,  former 
owner  of  the  set.  is  a well  known 
collector  of  fare  books.  With  head- 
quarters in  Denver,  he  has  been 
gathering  material  on  Texas  hist- 
ory for  the  past  30  years. 

He  is  one  of  the  top  four  or  five 
collectors  of  Western  Americana 
in  the  nation,  and  the  collection 
i purchased  by  the  library  had  been 
considered  one  of  the  finest  in 
; private  hands.
